Yesterday rescuers and po¬ 
lice said 44 migrants were in¬ 
tercepted m Spanish waters, 
while another 46 were rescued

In Murcia, south eastern 
Spam, coastguards spotted two 
boats 10 nautical miles from 
the coast and sent out an alert 
at 2 20am, a spokesman for the 
local municipality said 


At 4 00 am the Red Cross 
came to the aid of "eight Al¬ 
gerian men “ near the resort of 
Torrevieja further north, two of 
whom were suffering from hy¬ 
pothermia, the NGO said in a 
statement 

A fourth boat carrying 19 
North Africans was intercepted 
near the Canary Islands on Sat¬ 
urday night, a spokesman for 
the Civil Guard said 

Another four boats had 
been rescued on Saturday, car¬ 
rying a total of 46 people, in¬ 
cluding three women, govern¬ 
ment and maritime officials 
said.

Jubilation and souvenir-hunting 
as Lenin felled in Kiev 


KIEV (AFP) - The almost 
seven-decade life of Russian 
revolution leader Vladimir 
Lenin's statue in Kiev ended in 
spectacular fashion, with a half 
backwards somersault and 
dive head-first into die ground. 

As hundreds of thousands 
protested against the govern¬ 
ment of Ukrainian President 
Viktor Yanukovych and its re¬

PARIS (AFP) - French Foreign Minister Laurent Fabius said Sunday that nearly 400 
people were killed in the last three days in violence in the Central African Republic 
capital Bangui, but that calm had returned. French troops poured into the impoverished 
landlocked country on Saturday after President Francois Hollande announced he was 
boosting a UN-mandated French force to 1,600 soldiers. "There are a certain number 
of operations under way throughout the country, and operations to disarm Selefta will 
begin,' 1 Fabius said, referring to the mostly Muslim rebel fighters who were behind a 
coup in March.

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Uruguay to make big splash by legalizing 
marijuana 


MONTEVIDEO (AFP) 
Uruguay will write a piece af 
history this week when the 
small South American nation 
becomes the first country m 
the world to legalize mari¬ 
juana, launching a social ex¬ 
periment as part of a broad 
strategy ta combat drug traf¬ 
ficking. 

The green light will come 
Tuesday with a vote in the 
Senate Hie low T er eh amber of 
Congress already passed the 
bill in August and passage in 
die upper bouse is assured be¬ 
cause the ruling leftist Broad 
Front coalition controls both 

The plan was unveiled a 
year and a half ago by Presi¬ 
dent Jose Mujica along with 
other measures designed to 
halt crime and violence associ¬ 


ated with the drug trade. 

The law will give the gov¬ 
ernment control and regulatory 
power over imports, growing, 
harvesting, distribution and 
sales of pot and its derivatives. 

After si gnin g up, people 13 
and older will be able to grow 
up to six marijuana plants, ob¬ 
tain die drug in marijuana 
smoking clubs and buy up to 
4D grams a month in pharma¬ 
cies. 

The change adds to other big 
ones in the country: legaliza¬ 
tion of abortion and gay mar¬ 
riage 

But not everyone is thrilled 
by the idea of legalizing mari¬ 
juana. A poll earned out in 
September found 6 1 percent o f 
those surveyed dD not approve. 

Neighbors Brazil and Ar¬

By 3D3D, ADI predicts that 
million people around the 
world will five with the incur¬ 
able illness, with the number 
ballooning to 135 million by 
30 5 D. By tli at time, 71 percent 
of those patients will reside in 
low’- and middle-in come coun¬ 
tries. 

There is no cure for demen¬ 
tia, though some medications

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Dyslexia may be due to faulty brain wiring: study

WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
roadblock in the brain makes 
reading hard for people with 
dyslexia, a new study sug¬ 
gested Thursday, contradicting 
long-held a pinion. 

The hudings m the US jour¬ 
nal Science add to an ongoing 
debate over whether the inher¬ 
ited neurological disorder is 
caused by faulty brain wiring 
or the brain's inability to un¬ 
derstand the interaction of 
sounds and symbols that form 
language 

Dyslexia is a learning dis¬ 
ability that affects about ID 
percent of the population and 
occurs among people of all 
economic and ethnic back¬ 
grounds. 

The findings were based an 
brain scans of 23 people with 
dyslexia and 22 without 
showing dyslexic s understand 
the sound units fine but lack 
the brain connections to 
process them 

"Quite to our surprise, and 
probably to the surprise of tire 
broader dyslexia field, we 
found that phonetic represen¬ 
tations are perfectly intact in 
adults with dyslexia," said re¬ 
searcher Bart Beets, a profes¬ 
sor of psychiatry at the 
University of Leuven in Bel¬ 
gium. 


Boets said Ins team's re¬ 
search counters the predomi¬ 
nantly held opinion that 
somehow p eo pi e with dy slexi a 
have an inferior ability to rec¬ 
ognise the distinct sounds of 
language 

Instead, they found im¬ 
paired connections between 
the right and left auditory re¬ 
gions, where phonetic repre¬ 
sentations are processed, and 
Broca's region, where higher 
level phonological processing 
takes place 

"Our findings indicate that 
the speech sound representa¬ 
tions themselves are intact, but 
a dysfunctional connection be¬ 
tween frontal Bind temporal 
language areas impedes effi¬ 
cient access to the representa¬ 
tions," said Boets. 

Study subjects listened to a 
sequence of four partial words. 


followed by another sequence 
in which a consonant or vowel 
had been switched, such as ba¬ 
ll a-ba-ba, da-da-da-da. 

Then they were asked to 
identify what had changed. 

The team used advanced 
functional inagneti c re so nan ce 
imaging (fMRI) techniques to 
measure the unique fingerprint 
o f each sound in the brain, and 
found the quality of impres¬ 
sions was the same in normal 
readers and dyslexic people 

In other words, their brains 
were identifying the sounds 
and their changes just like nor¬ 
mal readers However, the 
dyslexic people took 5D per¬ 
cent longer to make their re¬ 
sponses, according to Science. 

Researcher Hans Op de 
Beeck likened the experiment 
to having Ins daughter call 
from the landime telephone at 
their house to say she was 
home from school That, he 
could verify but what was she 
doing at home? Was she doing 
her homework or playing a 
game? He could not know for 
sure. 

With tins experiment, re¬ 
searchers were able to see that 
'the regions containing pho¬ 
netic representations m adult 
dyslexic readers are doing 
their homework, that's far 
sure. - 


Boets said he hopes the re¬ 
search could lead to better 
ways of improving the brain 
circuitry, perhaps through con 
mvasive brain stimulation 
techniques. 

However, the findings were 
questioned by neuroscientist 
Michael Merzenich at the Uni¬ 
versity of California. San 
Francisco. 

Decades of "very extensive 
and co mp ei ling" evi d en ce 
show that p sople with dyslexia 
process phonetic representa¬ 
tions with lower fidelity than 
normal, he was quoted as 
telling Science 

"You can't just ignore this 
literature," he said

Demand for shark fin has 
plummeted after many high- 
end hotels and restaurants 
stopped serving the dish, along 
with other expensive delica¬ 
cies favoured by Communist 
Party offi cials such as ah alone 
and bird's nest soup 

An order from the Commu¬ 
nist Party Central Committee 
and the State Council "explic¬ 
itly ruled out dishes containing 
shark fins, bird nests and wild 
animal products m official re¬ 
ception dinners," the official 
Xinhua news agency reported 
Sunday 

The detailed document also 
bars expensive liquors and cig¬ 
arettes from being offered at 
local authority receptions, as it 
aims to "regulate" spending on 
receptions given by local au¬ 
thorities for visiting party or 
government officials, Xinhua 
said

Cross-border lending falls 
in Q2 of 2013 



ZURICH (AFP) - Cross-border 
lending contracted in the sec¬ 
ond quarter of 2013, reined 
in by the US Federal Re¬ 
serve's talk of tightening 
its monetary policy, the 
Bank for International 
Settlements said yester¬ 
day. Hie Swiss-based 
BIS said in its quarterly 
statistics that such loans fell 
by $515 billion (377 billion 
euros) across tire quarter, 1 3 
percent down on the previous 
three months. 

As a result cross-border 
loans stood at a total of $23.3 
trilhon at the end of June, down 
1 2 percent flam a year earlier 

The BIS, which is often 
dubbed the central bankers' 
central bank, said the loan 
slowdown went hand m hand 
with market volatility after the 
Federal Reserve signalled in 
May it could tighten monetary 
pokey if the US unemployment 
rate fell 

Loans to emerging markets 
slowed markedly, growing by 
]use 0 7 percent over April to 
June. Hie first quarter had seen 
loans to emerging markets hit a 
record level, growing by S 4 
percent to reach $267 billion, 
with the BIS underlining that 
tins was just the latest step in a 
long-term trend. 

Brazil, China and Russia ac¬ 
counted for 35 percent of the 
growth. 

Most affected by the se¬ 
cond-quarter slowdown m 
emerging markets were Latin 
America and the Caribbean -- 


with loans to Brazil contracting 
by 6.2 percent. 

Across other emerging mar¬ 
ket regj ons, cro s s -b ord er 1 o an s 
remained largely stable, though 
tli ere were marked difference 
between countries. 

In Asia, notably, loans to 
India and South Korea both fell 
by 3.3 percent, hut rose by 3 1 
percent m China. Powerhouse 
China received 21 percent of 
tlie globe's cross-border loans, 
up from S.0 percent in 2GQ7. 

Hie BIS noted that the pace 
of growth m loans to China had 
nonetheless slowed 

In developed economies, 
the fall in credit mainly af¬ 
fected the non-banking sector, 
m the wake of a major expan¬ 
sion in the previous three quar¬ 
ters. 

But banks were not un¬ 
touched, with loans to British 
banks falling by 5.9 percent 
and those to their eurozone 
co unterp aits by 3.4 p ercent U S 
banks were the exception that 
proved die rule, however, see¬ 
ing loans rise by 11 0 percent.

COSTA DO SAUIPE |AFP| - As the 32 teams qualified for 
next year's World Cup are preparing for the 2014 World 
Cup, FIFA said the champions of the 2014 tournament 
will claim $35m. FIFA secretary general Jerome Valcke 
also indicated that the runners-up would take home 
$25m.
